RESERVOIRS

PURITIES, ETC. 
Be it Ordained by .the Mayor and 
Councilmen of the City of Ada:

That it shall be un­ 
lawful for any person to throw or 
deposit, or in any way cause any 
impurities 
to

wells or reservoirs of the City of 
Ada, now’ existing, or that the said 
city may hereafter acquire.

That it shall be unlaw’- 
ful for any person to linger about 
or to walk in or on the premises

deposit, or in any way cause any 
impurities to be thrown Into th 
wells or reservoirs gt the City of 
Ada, now existing, or that the said 
city may hereafter acquire.

ful for any person to linger about 
or to walk in or on the premises 
immediately adjacent to and ibelong- 
ing to any of the said reservoirs,, 
without permission from the keeper 
in charge of said premises. 


Section 3. That it shall 'be un- 


lawful for any person to hunt o: 
fish in or on any of the said reser 
voirs of the said city, without writ- 
ten permission signed by the city 
clerk, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as the city council may estab- 
lish. 


Section 4. That it shall be unlaw- 


ful for any person to place, throw,

AN ORDINANCE TO PROTECT THE 


CITY 
RESERVOIRS 
PROM 
IM; 


PURITIES, ETC. 
; 


Be it Ordarined hy .the Mayor and 


Councilmen of the City of Ada: 


Section 1. 
That it shall 'be un- 


lawful for any person to throw or 
deposit, or in any way cause any 
impurities to be thrown" 'into the 
wells or reservoirs gt the City of 
Ada, 
now existing, or that the said 


city may hereafter acquire. 


Section 2. That it shall 6e unlaw- 


ful for any person to linger about 
or to walk in or on the premises 
immediately 'adjacent to and 'belong- 
ing to any of the said reservoirs,, 
without permission from the keeper 
in charge of said premises. 


Section 3. That it shall 'be un- 


lawful for any person to hunt or 
fish in or on any of the said reser- 
voirs of the said city, without writ- 
ten permission signed by the city 
clerk, upon such terms and condi- 
tions as the city council may estab- 
lish. 


Section 4. That it shall be unlaw- 


ful for any person to place, thro.w, 
or deposit or cause to be placed, 
thrown, or deposited, the carcass of 
any dead -animal upon any of the 
hills immediately -adjacent to said 
reservoirs, 
the dr-ainage of which 


flow Into any of the said reservoirs; 
or to deposit or place any other 
r,efuse- or fllth upon any of the hills.
